“1 PIRACY IN BRITISH WATERS. 


The oxaminatien of the crew of tho pirated 
launch Yut Fat by Mr. ¥. J. Badeloy, Acting 
Captain Superintendent of Police, has elicited 
‘till further details regarding this affair, As 
has alzesdy boon stated in the Daily Press, tho 
piracy was committed on the nightof tho 20thult, 
at Tai O. ‘Tho native onginesr of the launch 
gives a very ciroumstantiul account of what took 
place. He states that stiortly after six o'clock 
on the night in question—the passengors, ‘tho 
master snd his two song, and the coxawain having 
gone on’ shore—twa boots camo alongside, ono 
with three mon in her and the othor with eight 
or nine, ‘These men boarded the launch and 
asked to see tho captain, and also asked who was 
the captain- and who tho engineer. No-one. 
replied. Two of the pirates then seized tho 
narrator, pointed a revolver at him, and ordered 
him to steam off, They also seizod ao fireman 
and ‘drove the rest of the erew into the hold.” 
The anchor was weighed and ‘thoy steamed 
awoy. : : 

After steaming for about two hours, the coal 
ranshort and they procured ono or two tons 
from a junk, The engineer does not know. 
whero this coal was taken on beard, Ono ‘of the 
robbers steered, so that he did not know the 
course takon. Whon two hours’ moro steam- 
ing had been done, tle pirates ordored him to go

these had teen towed so for, the other two 
having boon taken on board at Tai 0. The 
orew carae on deck at daybreak and they learned 

from the natives on shore that they were at 
San-li on the East River. At 4 p.m. the 
Inunch floated ond thoy stesmod for Taiping, 
having engaged two pilots at San-ki. Half an 
liour later they were mot by a boat with a lot. 
of men in it who ordered them to steam slowly 
—a long, narrow boat it was, eno of the robbers” 
beats.

The statement that Natal is asking for on 
extension of her borders, made by the Natal 
Prime: Mivistor in the course of an election 
speech, naturally leads to ‘the question 6f what 
arons are to be incorporated in the new Natal. 
At presont Natal isa diamond-shaped torritory 
comprising 35,019 square mikes, the northern 
apex of which is at Volkarust, 804 miles north- 
west of Durban. .The following forecast of 
territories to be absorbed will probably, anys 
thePatl Mall Gazette, “ not be far out "ae 

(1) The Dutch New’ Republic, comprising 
4,000 square miles of the choigest, Tand in Zulu- 
land and originally forming part of that pro- 


vines. 

(2) Tho Vrede and Harrismith districts of 
Orange River Colony, lying directly to the 
west of Natal, and at present separated by the 
natural frontier of the Drakenstergen. This 
district transacts most of its business with 


Natal, and «many -Durban merchants. have 
branch establishments in the towns of Horri- 
smith and Vrede, the former being connected 
by rail with the Natal syatem. The annexation 
of-this area wonld give Natel both “high” 
and “low” veld, ond thus avoid the. former 
system adopted by formers ia the’ respective 
territories of crossing the border with their 
stock for grazing purposes, ‘The acquisition of 
the Harrismith and Vrode districts is also 
desirable on stratogic goands. ¥Y

would give Natal tho whole nf tho aroa now 
pounded on the west by her present border; on 
the east by the Iudian Ocean; aud on the north 
by the Pongola River, which forms sn admir- 
able natural frontier line. Swaziland might 
well ba created a Protectorate, administered on 
the lines followed in the case of Basutoland, 
with a limited number of bona jide Buropean 
settlers, : 

The L.rmelo and Utrecht districts, like those 
of Vrede and Harrismith, have extensive trade 
connections with Natal, and the addition cf all 
the nbovo-mentioned areas would tend to weaken 
Dutch influence in the Transvasl sod Orange 
Bivex Colonies, and at the same timo would not 
endanger the preponderance of British colonists 
now existing in the Garden’ Colony.
